1. The following communication is in response to applicants amendment received 10- 
September-2007. Claims 1, 8, 9, and 13-70 are pending in the application. Claims 2-7 and 10- 
12 are canceled. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an Examinees Statement of Reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter. 

2.1 The improvement of the present invention comprises, in various embodiments, a method 
for determining a set of materials for constructing a wood frame building, wherein the set of 
materials is determined based on parameters for walls, poles, a roof, and a building opening, in 
view of information pertaining to a set of raw and finished goods, the set of materials then used 
to generate a model of the wood frame building. This patentable distinction is included in 
independent claims, nos. 1 , 49 and 50. Furthermore, claim 50 defines a scroll bar operable for 
relocating an opening of the wood frame building to a new location. 

2.2 The instant application is directed to a non-obvious improvement over the invention 
described in USP 6,826,516, issued to Ito, which teaches designing and reexamining designs of 
building structures, and processing building structural components based on CAD data.
